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The Desert Land Act. 


The history of this law is full of 
significance. It promised to be a 
means of multiplying humes and re- 
claiming unproductive land. It has 
proven an opportunity for theft of the 
lowest order, and the sequel proves 
that theft was the end in view and not 
justice. The law is merely a fresh ar- 
gument against sectional legislation 
in. any form where lawmakers can not 
be presumed honest. The Desert Land 
law would in time have settled the 
sagebrush plains of Nevada, Utah, Col- 
erado and the northern territories, but 
the zeal of those who projected this 
law in stealing from the Government 
has caused men of honest intentions 
to lose the chance of securing a field 
for labor. Last week further entries 
under the act were stopped and a rigid 
investigation directed as to the entries 
already made. It is to be hoped that 
the dishonesty of Boss Carr and his 
iik may meet with a just. reward in 
criminal prosecution, but the odds are 
against such an issue. The probabili- 
ties-are strongly in favor of a repeal 
of the act without reparation for the 
injury done, and honest settlers will 
find themselves punished by the knav- 
ery of others. Such a law would be a 
blessing to Nevada and greatly in- 
crease the amount of land under culti- 
vation. It would clear the sagebrush 
back to the hills and fill every valley 
with prosperous communities. It has 
been proven:that our soil is strong and 
fertile, and we hoped much from this 
new law. We fail to see justice in 
refusing us its benefits because of the 
dishonesty of California's politicians. 


Yesterday was Eletcion day in{Ohio 
and Iowa. The average reader will 
remember that great outbursts of in- 
dignation were predicted under the 
shadows of those ballot-boxes. Ohio 
and Iowa were places appointed by 
Democratic editors, and Republican 
renegades for a millenium—a renais- 
gence of war issues,—and a conse- 
quent rebuke to President, Hayes.
